The Dauphin Island Alabama Joins In Project 


To Cut Traffic Fatalities 


Driver safety education 
and State Trooper vigilance 
are two significant ways 
to cut traffic fatalities, 

A third and vital way 
is to build safer roads 
and improve safety fea- 
tures on the existing high- 
ways. 

Alabama is one of twelve 
states participating in an 
extensive research project 
to cut traffic fatalities by 
installing breakaway signs. 

Rigid highway signs and 
their strong supports are 
frequently the cause of fa- 
talities and high property 
damage in automobile ac- 
cidents, 

The research project is 


pley 


underway at the Texas 
Transportation Insti- 
tute. Officials of the Ala- 
bama Highway Depart- 
ment’s Research and De- 
velopment Bureau have 
witnessed grim demon- 
strations of what can 
happen with rigid signs, 
and then the startling re- 
duction in injury and dam- 
age with the new break- 
away signs, 

One study of 15 vehicle 
collisions involving rigid 
signs showed a high death 
rate and similarly high by- 
products of injuries and 
property damage. A follow- 
up study showed the effect 
of the breakaway signs; 


the results were no deaths 
in any of the accidents and 
very low property damage. 

Alabama’s participation 
in the long-range research 
project will ultimately re- 
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sult in wide use of the new 
breakaway signs which give 
motorists the second 
chance which they may not 
have with conventional 
fixed signs.
